No period in history of equal duration has 
witnessed such immense and rapid population 
changes as the Jast three years. The exodus of 
the Israelites from Egypt to the Promised Land 
‘was a small tribal migration in comparison with 
{the vast transformation wities and countries in 
‘China and Europe have undergone through war- 
fare. With China split into two areas by the 
Jadvaneing tide of Japanese conquest and the 
destruction left in the wake of the war, it is 
impossible to estimate accurately the shift of 
the teeming millions of the eastern provinces 
{o the western provinces, where General Chiang, 
Kai-shek is striving to ereate an entirely new 
economic system, but it must involve millions. 
Shanghai itselt presents a vivid illustration of 
the change.

‘exceeding 600,000. These figures, of course, arc 
merely estimates as the Commissioner of Public: 
Health pointed out in his recent report when he 
stated that based on death rates the Chinese 
population of the Settlement Is between 2,000,- 
(000 and 2,500,000. A city of such a magnitude 
offers amazing contrasts which explain the com- 
plexity of social and economic problems. in- 
evitable to the change. Shanghai, in population, 
fexeeeds Denmark, Norway, Lithuania and 
Switzerland, and dwarfs Finland, who gallantly. 
held back the Soviet Russian army with troops 
reetuited {rom a country a million less popu- 
Tous than this cily extending from the Whang- 
poo to Bubbling Well and Hungjao and down 
river to Yangiszepoo, Temporary evacuation 
for safely purposes of millions of people from 
the great cities in Europe—the reversal of the 
process in Shanghal—has diminished _ them. 
London now has only about 4,000,000 popula 
tion. anda. similar evacuation process has re- 
‘duced Berlin and Paris until Shanghai becomes

The Raid on Sylt 


As more details come to hand of the British 
id on the important German island of 
becomes apparent that this move in 
jon for the German raid on Scapa Flow 
ng carried out on a large scale, and that 
the raiders have not merely flown over the 
place onee and dropped thelr bombs but have 
maintained the raid over a period of some 
hours. Thus has been heralded in the longest 
air-raid of the war, The island of Sylt is an 
important German air base off the west coast of 
Schleswig-Holstein and very close to the Danish 
border. Ht is Joined to the mainland by” the 
famous Hindenburg dam which was damaged 
some weeks ago when the British raided. the 
place, and though the only information avail- 
able was that from eye-witnesses on the Danish 
coast, there was suMfeient evidence to show that 
the damaye done wax considerable. It js from 
‘Sylt that German machines have sot out to con 
duet raids on the east coast of Britain and if 
fas the result of these raids considerable damage 
is done to the base it will be most appropriate. 
The whole island presents a complete military 
objective. and, as some time ago it was reported 
that civilians’ were being evacuated from it, 
the chanee of non-military people numbering, 
among the casualties should be very small ine 
deed. What the world is probably seeing now 
{Is the commencement of the intensification of 
the war in the alr, and it may reasonably be 
‘expected that in the next few weeks the struggle 
inthe alr will be continued with every deter~ 
mination on either side to secure the mastery. 
The manner in whieh the British alr-arm has 
been built up; the fact that most of its machines 
fare of later design than those of Germany; and 
the excellent showing of the men since hostill- 
ties frst commenced, afford every reason for 
believing that they will be able to give a very 
good account of themselves. It is to be hoped 
that a policy of resorting to reprisals for Ger 
man ‘taids will not be too closely adhered to, 
and. that, now the Germans have dednitely 
started alt raids on a substantial scale, the Allics 
Will tikke up the challenge and seek the enemy 
When and where It suits thelr purpose best. The 
umber of legitimate objectives in Heligoland 
Bay is sufficient to present the Allied aviators 
with a plenitude of targets, which could be 
attacked ‘with much profit to the Allied cause, 
It may be some time before information 
emerges as to what damage has been done to 
Syit by this raid, and it may be expected that 
the Germans will sock to make light of the 
whole matter; but the fact that the raiding is no 
Tonger being done by Germany, and that the 
Allies are willing to give Just as good as they 
et, will undoubtedly. be ‘heartening to those

Could Swéden defend herself if she 
were attacked by Germany or Russia, or 
both? Ask Sweden’s military experts 
and their answer is an emphatic “Yes.” 

‘With the example of Finland before 
us—and Finland had only just over half 
of Sweden's population—there is perhaps 
some justification for the confidence of 
the Swedes. 


In an emergency, Sweden could put 
‘more than 600,000 men in the field. 
‘Sweden’s armies are distributed in 
accordance with her defensive needs, 
She has one army corps stationed at 
Ostersund, in, the south of Norrland 
Province, which would defend the 
northern frontier.

‘There are additional divisions at 
Boden and on the Island of Gotland. 


Sweden's army has not been com- 
pletely mechanized. In many districts 
her terrain would present similar 
diMculties for an invader to those 
experienced by Russia in Finland, 


‘Sweden's Good Navy 


Sweden has a good navy, based on 
three main harbours, namely Karlskrona 
(which is nearly opposite Danzig), 
Stockholm and Gothenburg. 


Attached to the navy is the coast 
artillery, which has heavy batteries at

What with the tour of the European eapitals 
by Mr, Sumner Welles, as personal repre- 
sentative of President ‘Roosevelt, and the 
meeting on Monday between Signor Mus- 
solini and Herr Hitler in the Brenner Pass, 
it is apparent that the expected peace move 
by the Reich and Italy is being ushered in 
with plenty of ballyhoo, the whole thing 
savouring more of showmanship than any~ 
thing else, That there is an carnest desire 
for peace in Europe cannot be gainsaid for 
‘one moment, but that desire is inspired by 
entirely different reasons, Herr Hitler wishes 
peace in order (0, enjoy his ill-gotten gain: 
the Allies desire it only when Europe shali 
be safe from any further aggression on the 
part of Germany : Italy desires it because she 
would much rather get on with the work of 
economic rehabilitation than be Kept con~ 
tinually on the threshold of war, while the 
rest of Europe want it lest they should be 
dragged into the maelstrom out of which 
they so greatly desire to keep. Herr Hitle 
technique is well known by now, ‘These 
dramatic secret meetings between rulers, 
these hints of the terrible things to come 
if peace is not secured, and suggestions of 
further surprises in the’ near future ave all 
designed with the idea of making the flesh of 
the Allies creep, ‘They ave not likely to 
succeed, Of the hundred and one things 
which Signor Mussolini and Herr Hitler may 
have discussed, the most probable are the 
questions arising out of the possible Russian 
threat to tho Balkans, the inerease of Ger- 
‘man influence in Rumania, and the possibility 
of a better understanding’ being reached be- 
tween Rome and Moscow. And then, of 
course, there is this latest peace offensive. 
It can be said without the slightest hesita~ 
tion that if the.reported peace terms prove 
in the ultimate event to be correct, there is 
now no better prospect for peace than there 
was when the Allies declared war on Ger- 
many following that nation’s invasion of 
Poland. ‘Tho determination of the Allies is 
that Herr Hiller shall not be allowed to get 
away with tho fruits of his aggression, and 
until the leader of the Reich realizes’ that 
and {s prepared fo make reparation for all 
the evil he has done, the misery he has in- 
Micted upon smaller ‘peoples, there can be 
no alternative to the prosecution of the war 
with all the energy at the command of the 
Allies. 

‘Then there is the continual rumour that the 
Rome-Berlin Axis is preparing a surprise, 
something akin to making bogies to seare 
childven. The strenuthening of the ties be- 
tween Germany and Italy, ov even the entry 
of Italy into the war as Germany's ally 
would not be a surprise ealeulated to have 
any particularly significant effect upon the 
international situation. Such an eventuality 
was fully appreciated when the Allies decided 
to go to war. ‘The surprise came when 
Herr Hitler relieved Signor Mussolini of the 
necessity of honouring his commitments, and, 
were Italy now to take up arms against the 
Allies, a situation would be ereated by no 
means dissimilar to that which the Allies 
contemplated towards the end of last August. 
Should Herr Hitler sueceed in bringing about 
more cordial relations between Italy and 
Russia, of even ereate that eastern European

They are already at their war posi 
tions, have had six months in which to per- 
fect their dispositions, and are ready to hit 
back with just as much power as Germany, 
if not more, ‘The time has long passed when 
Herr Hitler could have launched 
blow against the Allies, and there is more 
than a slight suspicion that he would dearly 
Tove to secure some sort of peace which 
him an op- 
portunity of undertaking against the Allies 
what his preoccupation in Poland prevented 
him from doing. On the other hand it 
would be the crowning success of this

‘There is a cold, bitter, cal~ 
culating hatred of Herr Hitler, his system 
and all that they have done, an implacable 
determination that these things shall be 
stopped, and a readiness (0 avoid no sacrifice 
to see ‘that this shall come about. Until 
Herr Hitler is prepared .to surrender his 
sway he cannot hope for peace. There could 
be no hope for peace in the future without 
the destruction of the military machine

THE PREMIER'S SPEECH 
Mareh 21. 

If there were ever any misgivings amongst 
Britons as to the ultimate outcome of the 
war, the plain businesslike statement on the 
situation given by Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
in the House of Commons on Tuesday should 
serve to allay them. The speech was a 
model in understatement, and was couched 
in terms of great restraint, so vastly different 
from the loud-mouthed rantings in which 
the Nazi leaders indulge every time they 
fancy the German populace needs a little 
oratorieal stimulation. The Prime Minister's 
reply to those who are urging a more 
energetic prosecution of the war is most 
convincing, for from the very commencement 
of the hostilities it was made clear that the 
British Government expected a long war, 
‘and his refusal to permit the Government 
to be hustled into unduly precipitate action 
was a very necessary reminder to those who 
appear to have forgotten how the dissipation 
of strength in too many theatres during the 
ast war contributed so greatly to its pro- 
Iongation. The tribute to Finland was well 
deserved, and did honour to a nation which 
has covered itself with glory, while the out- 
line of the fimitations which circumstances 
placed upon the amount of aid it was pos- 
sible to give that country needs to be borne 














in mind when endeavouring to assess the 
responsibility for the fact that it was not 
yreater.

to see it through to the bitter end,  What- 
ever there may have been in Berlin to 

mpress him as to the German point of view, 
{there can be no doubt in his mind as to the 
intentions of the Allies, and if he takes back 
to Washington an impression of the co 
munity of purpose which exists between 
Great Britain and France, he will be in an 
lexcellent position to advise President Roose- 
velt as to the chances of success which any 
carly peace move may have. Prima facie 
they are slim indeed, and it is perhaps as 
‘well that President’ Roosevelt should be 
fully apprised of that fact. The Prime 
‘Minister placed the Scapa Flow raid in its 
proper perspective. ‘The German claims as 
to the damage done by the bombing are 
shown to be nothing but the usual lies. They 
could not be anything else for as it has 
already been pointed out the German aviators 
could not possibly have known what damage 
‘they did in the dark. In this connection it 
Inceds to be pointed ‘out that the in 
have made no claims as to the amount of 
damage done in the answering raid on Sylt, 
It would in the circumstances be ridiculous 
for them to do so for precisely the same 
reasons why the German claims are so fool- 
ish.

‘The very evident desire 
of some neutrals to sce more action is all 
of a piece with that former attitude which 
bitterly condemned Mr. Chamberlain. when 
hhe negotiated the Munich pact, and yet did 
not fail to do the same thing when clr 
cumstances forced him to declare war. Now 
they want to see action, and it may be re- 
marked without any undue synicism that the 
enthusiastic manner in which some neutrals 
would conduct the Allicd campaign is in 
direct proportion to the strength of thelr de- 
sires to keep out of the struggle themselves, 
As Mr, Oliver Stanley, Sceretary for War, 
has rightly said, the language is culled from 
the ringside where people after a good din- 
ner watched men hit cach other, without 
danger to themselves, and urged the contest- 
ants on to greater efforts. Mr, Stanley 
makes out a good case for caution in ap= 
proaching the question of using greater 
energy in the prosecution of this wary when 
he points out that while half military history 
is full of battles lost through Inck of enter= 
prise, the other half is full of battles lost 
through lack of patience, ‘The tempo of this 
war was set when My.

‘the maintenance of the present status quo, 
and towards that end there has been some 
very industrious negotiation. Up to the’ 
present that has proved of no avail, simply 
because of the one important fact that the 
interests of the three countries in the Balkans 
‘are not only not identical, but are to a very 
great extent in opposition. Russia looks to 
intervention in the Balkans, firstly to recover 
Bessarabia, and secondly for the purpose of 
pushing the world revolution a step further. 
Germany desives docile Balkan states turning 
all their attention to the production of those 
raw materials so essential to her if she is to 
hope to stave off the effects of the British 
blockade, while Italy desires a peaceful Balkan 
lee, with her influence predominant. Of the 
importance of Italian interests in that part of 
the world there cannot be the slightest doubt. 
Signor Mussolini_has pledged support for 
Hungary against Soviet aggression, and there 
is nothing at present to suggest that he would 
not take very active measures were there any 
threat of Russian movement in the Balkans. 
Nor is Germany particularly anxious to 
witness a spread of Russian influence in 
south-east Europe, but finds that Herr Hitler's 
commitments are based upon some degree of 
surrender of the German position in the 
Balkans, which the Reich is apparently quite 
prepared to make so long as it does not mean 
that the supplies for which it is angling are 
denied it, It is apparent that the respective 
desires of Italy, Russia and Germany brit 
them into subterranean conflict, and at the 
moment all three appear to be jockeying for 
position before agreeing to any stich guarantee 
as that which it is reported Herr Hitler 
favours, ‘The situation is a particularly un- 
easy one for the Balkan States, for while they 
can look to Italy for support against Russinn 
‘aggression, there is nothing to show that they 
can expect anything of the kind in the event 
of German pressure, or even incursion, 

‘The prizes which the Balkans offer 
substantial and real, Vast grain supplies can 
be obtained from ‘the Alféld of Hungary, 
cereals, and fruit from Rumania’s ‘Transyl- 
vania, and also the most coveted oil, cereals, 
cattle, and ore from Yugoslavia, and’ agricul- 
tural produce, copper, and lead from Bulgaria, 
Herr Hitler would like to see these countries 
veduee their industry and devote themselves 
to agriculture, producing solely for meeting, 
German needs, and making a market for 
German industrial exports. “It is not a scheme 
which is likely to succeed, however, for no 
nation will willingly forego its right to develop 
ils resourees inthe way which seems best 
to it, and Herr Hitler's large scale economic 
scheme to make the Balkans complementary 
to the Reich is not likely to sueceed. It would 
indecd be a major diplomatic success were 
Ito be brought about, but the factors op. 
ing against it are not to be disregarded. 
is all vory well to in

divert from herself any of the economic 
advantages which her influential position in 
the Balkans undoubtedly gives her. It is 
interesting to note that the proposed offer of 
the tripartite guarantee of Balkan security 
urouses no great enthusiasm amongst those 
states for whose benefit the scheme would 
prima facte appear to be put forward. ‘They 
realize that there would be no overwitelmi 
benefit to themselves, but rather the creation 
of a position from which Germany alone could 
hope to secure advantages, for it is quite 
apparent that should it materialize, Italy, as 
in so many of Herr Hitler's little deals, would 
again not be on the receiving end. "Signor 
Mussolini is astute enough statesman to 
realize that to admit Russia and Germany to 
yank pari passe with Ialy in any such 
yuarantec as is suggested would in the long 
run amount to an admission of Russia into 
the Balkans out of which Rome desires to keep 
her, while at the same time it would strength 
en Germany's own position vis-a-vis of Malian 
influence in the peninsula. 

‘To permit of any such development would 
involve the ultimate surrender of Italy's 
present strong position, and the obtaining of 
nothing in return, other than possibly per- 
fervid orations of thanks from the voluble 
Fuehrer, But there is another aspect to the 
matter. "However much Signor Mussolini may 
have been criticised in the past for his policies, 
it ean never be said of him that he has broken 
promises or betrayed those with whom he 
has entered into agreement. ‘That eannot be 
said of either M. Stalin or Herr Hitler, and 
no matter how loyally Italy might desire to 
fulfil such guarantees were they ever given, 
there is nothing to suggest that the other 
two parties to. the arrangement would not 
throw the whole thing overboard directly it 
suited their purposes. It is for that reason 
that the Balkan States will also regard this 
atest move with the gravest suspicion. A 
guarantee given by three countries, of which 
two whose highest motives achieve no greater 
altitude than that of bad faith, might prove 
hot only useless but dangerous. It may be 
said that in this instance it would pay Herr 
Hitler to keep his word, for the Balkans at 
war would cease to be sourees of the supplies 
which Germany needs so greatly. A longer 
view, however, has to be taken than that. 
What would be the position of the Balian 
States were Germany to emerge victorious 
Irom the present struggle, and had no further 
heed of their services? Quite clearly Herr 
Hitler would force them into at least an 





























economic hegemony, in which they would in| 
all probability be completely deprived of their 
independence. Russia might be permitted to 
regain Bessarabia, but there is every reason 
to believe that Italy would be completely left 
‘out in the cold. She would have served Herr 
Hitler’s purpose and would be discarded like 
fan old glove. It is elear then that this seheme 
of Herr Hitler's sired by desperation and 
mothered by necessity, is nothing but a tem- 
porary expedient designed to serve solely the 
convenience of the Reich. At the best it 
would give the Balkans a brief breathing 
space, but nothing more, and at the worst it 
might lead to the enslavement of more honest 
and proud, but small nations. 











STRAWS IN THE WIND 
March 26. 


While neutral reporters on conditions in 
Germany profess to sec signs of a certain 
decline in German civilian ‘morale since the 
beginning of December, there is nothing 
whatever to suggest that the Germans will 
‘be prepared to accept defeat until conditions 
become very much worse than they are at 
present, or until they have received decisive 
reverses in the ficld. Hence of recent 
months the practice of horrifying the Ger- 
‘man populace with stories of the hideous 
peace which the victorious Allies would in- 
ict upon them, allegations that the Reich 
would suffer political and economic destruc~ 
tion under a peace treaty even worse than 
that of Versailles. This does not serve to 
overcome the apathy, indifference and a dull 
patient resignation which are featured in 
reports considering internal conditions in the 
Reich. That there is fear that the home 
front will collapse in Germany is well known. 
It Is strengthened by the knowledge that 
the home front is far less solid than during 
the early months of the last war, owing te 
fa great extent to the fact that the Nazis 
have no fund of loyalty upon which they are 
able to draw in case of failure as had the 
Imperial régime, for while there may be some 
dogree of loyalty within the Nazi party 
fiself, there is plenty of evidence available to 
show that the slowly rising tide of discon- 
tent against restrictions and repressions can- 
not possibly be kept under for ever by the 
luse of the terroristie methods of the police 
{and the Gestapo. Powerful as these weapons, 
may be in normal times they are opt to lose 
[much of thelr eflleacy in conditions such as 
this war is bringing about. Dazzled by the 
spectacular destruction of Poland, buoyed 
with hopes of a similar short war ‘with the 
| Allics and as imposing a victory, there can 
‘he little doubt that the war was’ popular at 
the outset. Herr Hitler was giving his people 
victories. “Since then he has given them 
nothing but a tissue of falschoods, and the 
war drags on its weary course with nothing 
to comfort the people who were promised 
first that there would be no war, and ther 
when it came, assured of speedy victory. 

In this connection study of the speeches 
made by Field Marshal Gooring on February 
15, and Herr Hitler nine days later, is not 
without interest, Goering’s speech was 
directed to the agricultural workers warn- 
ing them that there were grave hours 
head, and promising no fewer than fourteen. 

es that “Germany will never capitulate.” 
rhe first was a warning that Germans must 
rise to the occasion and face privation with 
fortitude, the second designed to give on 
assurance that they would never again be 
asked {0 enter that period of misfortune 
which commenced in 1918. The Field Mar- 
shal did not have the hardihood to promise 
his listeners an carly vietory, but slipped in 
the telling question, “Is it inthe interests of 
the people, on the other hand, to Jet matters 
slide, to allow everything to’ be caten, and 
{ be bare of supplies within two years 
It that question means anything it must 
surely be that with all she can produce her- 
self, with all that she can obtain from her 
neighbours, and with all that she has stored 
away against the contingency of war, Ger- 
many, in Field Marshal Goering’s eyes is eap- 
able of continuing the struggle under pre- 
sent conditions for no more than two years. 
It is significant that the German newspapers 
did not carry a report of the speech the next 
day, and that when they did it nad been very 
extensively cut, probably because its general 
tenor was not sufficiently encouraging. ‘The 
impression to be formed is that the speech was 
delivered not merely because of hardships, 
but because of open grumbling, which led the 
Nazis to put up their most popular figure in an 
endeavour to allay. Such a state of affairs 
is highly significant when conditions in 
Germany are remembered, and the fact that 
such a speech was made was official recogni- 
tion of the existence of a condition which 
‘obviously needed correction. Openly ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction, in a country where 
freedom of speech has long been denied the 
people, is much more imposing than it would 
be in a nation given greater liberty of self- 
expression. 

‘Herr Hitler’s speech was typical of the 
man. It contained the usual denunciations 
of Versailles, stupid abuse of the British 
Ministers and the. customary glorification of 
party achievements. He will undoubtedly 
go on with the same type of orations unfil 
hhis hearers become completely nauseated, if 
only because of continuous repetition, and 
‘when that happens the game will be up. 
For the moment all this is designed for the 










































purpose of keeping apathy at a distance, 
stimulating hatred of Britain as the author 
of all German woes, and presenting the Nazi 
as the deliverer from the past and the only 
possible guarantor for the future. But there 
is a negative quality about such methods 
Which contains the sced of ultimate defeat. 
Of that the Nazis are well aware. They face 
the Knowledge of the possibility of a slow 
inevitable collapse during a war which has 
nothing spectacular to appeal to the imagina- 
tion of the masses, but whieh has to be con- 
ducted on the German side under eonditions 
which can never be conducive of the best 
morale, ‘Then there is the most. significant 
passage in Herr Hitler's speech to be remem- 
bered. It was his closing sentence, the con- 
ext of which, just as much as the manner 
of delivery, is of importance. It has been 
described by one London newspaper in the 
following terms — 

‘The Anal outburst was remarkable and 
pathetic in its repetition. With a. panting 
Woice. which had reached breaking. point, 
Hiller again and again repeated: "It cannot 
be that my people goes down....it eannot be 

‘it eannot be.” 
Contrasted with this is the statement made 
by Mr. Neville Chamberlain a few hours 
previously, uttered in his strong confident 
voice, “We have no reason to fear the result 
of this struggle.” It is a long step from 
voicing doubts to expressing apprehension, 
and it may of course only mean that Herr 
Hitler was straining afier a little rhetorical 
effect, but the two speeches put together 
‘suggest a realization by the Nazi leaders 
themselves that all is not quite for the best, 
in theirs the best possible of worlds. It would 
bbe extremely unwise to expect that the day 
of collapse is rapidly approaching. ‘The Ger~ 
mans may have to suffer a great deal more 
before that comes about, but there are straws 
in the wind to show which way it is blowing.

‘Muslims in India 


At the opening of the 27th annual session of 
ithe All-India Muslim League on Friday, Mr. 
M. A. Jinnah, president, urged the division of 
India ‘into autonomous national states, as being 
likely to contribute to a friendly settlement of 
the minorities question, “by reciprocal arrange- 
ments and adjustments between Muslim India 
land Hindu India.” He made it quite clear that 
the League of which he is president would 
Inever “accept any arrangement resulting in a 
‘Hindu majority in the Government, and uttered 
the grave warning that any repetition of such 
Ja Government could only lead to elvil war and 
the raising of private armies. ‘The only justiiea- 











tion which the Hindus have for any 
jelaim to dominance in any — Govern 
ent which might be formed’ for India 


Js that they are in fact the largest. of the 
minorities, but against that there 1s the fact 
that if the other minorities are reckoned to- 
gether they constitute a majority over the 
Hindus. Consequently not only is it inconeclv: 
fable that the Hindus should be given predomin- 
ance but that they should be given any greater 
power than any other of the various entities into 
‘which the population is divided, ‘The prospect 
of civil war in India in the event of a complete 
surrender to Hindu demands is something which 
cannot be viewed with equanimity, though it 
may be taken for granted that the Muslims, the 
warrior class, would undoubtedly resort to arms 
if they fancied that their liberties were in any 
way threatened by the Hindus. The position 
fadopted by the All-India Muslim League is 
[supported by the altitude of the All-India States 
[Muslim League, which insists that provinees in 
which there ig a Muslim majority should be 
‘grouped into independent states with effective 
mandatory safeguards for minorities. The pro- 
posal seems reasonable enough, but it is unlike- 
ly that the Hindus will agree. They are out for 
complete power as they have been all along, 
Jand if they sceure it continued trouble in India 
may be confidently expected. 











Broadcasting The War 


Prompt information on the act and 
achievements of the fighting forees—and of losses, 
too—has been the principle of the British Govern- 
‘ment since the commencement of hostilities, but 
probably no more dramatic moment in House of 
‘Commons has oceurred in decades than on Tues- 
day night. While the Royal Air Force was 
bombing the German island base of Syit, the 
Prime Minister was able to inform the House of 
the raid. From one of the planes in the frst 
squadrons to attack the island, a radio message 

‘despatched to the R.A.F. headquarters, and 
this was conveyed to the Prime Minister, who 
immediately announced its contents, and ‘while 
he was winding up the debate the raid was con- 
Uinuing, This is a realist method of informing 
the nation of the progress of the war, for it 
brings the people’ into intimate touch with 
developments, and there is that valuable quality.

Nazi Incomes 


‘The story told by Mr. R. H. Knickerbocker, 
regarding the enormous sums of money de- 
posited abroad by the various Nazi. leader 
aroused quite a storm of indignation In Berlin, 
Jand no small amount of interest abroad, One 
fof the most fruitful causes for speculation was 
fas to where these men obtained their money, 
Jand a statement recently appeared in Switzer 
and, alleged to have been compiled from official 
sourees, suggesting that the leading Nazis are 
doing very well for themselves. Herr Hitler, the 
simple soul with modest requirements, pulls 
down a handsome £211,000. per annum, of 
which £16,000 represents his salary as Reichs- 
president, with an entertainment allowance of 
'€17,000, ‘royalties on “Mein Kampf” nets him 

134,000 a year, while his dividends from the 
‘Volkischer Beobachter” amount to £16,000, 
there are a few other smaller sums including 
salaries as a member of the Reichstag, and 
leader of the National-Socialist Party. Field- 
marshal Goering does not do quite so well, only 
managing to garner in the paltry sum of £112 
000, including £10,000 as Ficld-marshal, enter~ 
talnment expenses ‘of £15,000,—speelal crayfish 
own from the Danube and all that sort of 
thing—£67,000 dividends from industrial 
shares, and salaries as Prussian Prime Minister, 
Air Minister, President of the State Council, 
fand chief of ‘the Four Year Plan, While it was 
never alleged that Herr Hitler had deposited 
money abroad, Ficld-marshal Goorin was said 
fo be amongst those who did, and the size of 
the sums alleged to have been stowed away 
can easily be explained by the enormous Ine 
comes these men are roeciving for service (0 
their overburdened countrymen. At a conserva 
tive estimate the few members of the Nazi 
hierarchy must be receiving somewhere in the 
neighbourhood of 21,000,000, quite a high price 
which Germany has to pay for the doubtful 
privilege of being dragged into a war which is 
none of her liking. Indecd if all the stories 
Which come out of Germany are correct, the 
only method of making plenty of money in the 
Service of the state is to belong to thesVazi Party,

Dartmoor Outbreak

‘should be dealt with in exactly the same man- 
et as any other man sent to jail to purge his 
fffences, That course was followed in the case of 
the two LR.A, men sentenced to death for murder 
Jand duly executed, Strenuous efforts were made 
to secure a repriove for them, and even Mr. de 
Valera did his utmost for the men, but the

s0, that these bombings, and the like which lead 
fo! the deaths of innocent people, have to be 
‘dealt with in the only way possible, namely by 
fatiowing the law to take its proper course.

Historie Peiping 
Centre Burned 


Poiping, Mar, 19. 

Flower Street, outside the Halamén, 
Jwhere all foreign ladies in Peiping, 
whether tourist or resident, “were 
jwont to spend half their husbands’ 
Incomes, has been burnt out. “Hua 
Eth Shih (Flower Market), as it was 
Jealled in Chinese, was ‘the chief 
Jeentre for artificial flowers, carved 
[Semi-precious stones, and ” Chinese 
jewellery, and catered quite specially 
Ho the foreign taste for that sort of 
thing. Halt’ the Chinese jewellery 
]worn in Hollywood must have come 
[from here. 

‘The fire broke out in the bazaar| 
south of the street about 7 am, on 
March 7 and burned furiously for 
three or four hours and continued 
smouldering the rest of the day. 
[Luckily there was not a very strong 
wind blowing, as the fre-fghting 
appliances were 2s inefMeient as 
tuxual. The street is so narrow, too, 
that the engines could not get up it, 
Jand the water pressure Was very 
weak. Very considerable damage 
was done: about one dozen shops on 
the street itself, some of the best 
known of the jewellery shops, were 
completely gutted, and the whole of 
the bazaar ‘was ‘entirely destroyed. 
In all, 50 to 60 shops ‘were burnt, 
Involving a oss of about $500,000, 

Tt isnot known how the fire 
Joriginated, But, needless to say, the 
usual talk went round to the effect 
that, due to the present poor state of 
business here, a fire might not have 
‘Been so entirely unwelcome to some 
fof tho shopkeepers, all the more as 
Jmost of the shops seem to have been 
Jeovered by fire insurance. For once, 
T'am not on the side of the sceptics. 
T doubt very much, whether in the 
present. financial conditions reigning 
here, any Peiping shopkeeper would 
Jot set purpose destroy his stock, i 
Jorder to receive in exchange a bundle 
of Federal Reserve Bank notes. 1 
think this most unlikely. 

God of Fire Blamed 

Some Chinese, however, do claim 
to know how the fire started and 
‘make mo bones as to who should 
eally bear the blame. A litte way 
down the street, on the north side, 
stands a tamous temple of the God 
fof Fire. Mt is an old building and 
joes back to Ming times. Some time 
st year there was a. fire in the 
temple, which did considerable 
damage. But the shopkeepers in 
Flower Street, either because they 
were simply ‘too mean—no doubt 
business is not so flourishing thes 
days, as to allow luxuries of this 
kkind—oF because they have become 
Infected with the sceptical views of 
their foreign clientele, refused to get 
‘up the eustomary subscription for the 
Fepair of the temple. 

‘Such. ingratitude highly incensed 
the God of Fire who, not unnatural. 
ly, took the first ‘opportunity of 
avenging | himself on, his unsym- 
pathetic “parishioners.” There can 
be no doubt whatever, say many 
Chinese, that It was he ‘who started 
thefire and kept it blazing so ferecly. 
It may be s0, of course, though ¥ am 
afraid that the Insurance companies 
‘will scarcely be willing to pay me 
the usual reward “for this valuable 
piece of information leading to the 
[arrest of the criminal. 

‘This burning of Flower Strect is 
another ‘economic blow to. Feiping 
it-perhaps of a minor nature, for t 
{trade in Chinese jewellery was one 
lof the few export businesses that 
could still be sald to be alive. “More- 
over, several hundred handieraftsmen 
were employed. ‘The business is now 
badly ‘crippled, and many of these 
people are out’ of work, 
for the time being, 
people are afraid that the ‘stoppaxe 
Jinay become permanent, and that the 
{trade ‘may take this opportunity of 
migrating from Peiping and going 
south.

Sewage Disposal 
In Shanghai 


Shanghai, Mar. 20. 

‘Sewage treatment and disposal ‘in 
hanghat is dealt with in the annual 
report for 1090 of Mr. W. E. Abbot, 
Chief Chemist of the SMC. ‘The re 
port, which is issued by the Public 
Works Dept, graphically illustrates 
the difieulties which this section of 
the Counell’s staf has had to face 
since the hostilities in Shanghai. 

Dealing with the western works, 
the report states that this, whieh is 
situated at the western end of Lin- 
coln Avenue was closed under force 
majeure at the end of October 1937. 
Early in 1935 it became possible to 
resume maintenance and to repair the 
war damage. Conditions in the 
neighbourhood were such that opera- 
tion would have been very dificult. 
if not actually impossible. Early in 
1929 conditions had improved _con- 
siderably and permission was received 
fo. restime treatment. In March 
sewage was diverted intermittently to 
the works in order to prepare a new 
activated sludge. On May 10, the full 
Mow of sewage was diverted to the 
‘works, since when 644,980,000 imperial 
gallons have been treated, 

It wos found that the “flow and 
strength of the sewaxe had increased 
to such an extent that the quantity 
of polluting matter was rather more 
than double the 1936 figure. ‘This 
meant that the works was under a 
Substantial overload and that the 
previous operating practice could not 
be resumed. Several experimental 
operating cycles were tried to deter 
mine the means of obtaining the 
utmost possible degree of purification 
with the existing equipment. When 
found, this routine was adhered to 
‘as far as circumstances permitted. 

"These eireumstances were often try- 
ing and sometimes disastrous. For 
instance, in July the power supply 
to the works failed for many hours 
fon seven oceasions owing to the theft 
of Power Company cable during the 
hight. Passes for the staff were a 
reewrring source of worry and on 
‘oecasions the laboratory could not be 
staffed. Sludge disposal suffered from 
he impossibility of securing suitable 
ualities of sand. At times the: 
Sewage strength was considerably in- 
tereased by partial failure in ordure 
‘disposal and the consequent admission 
fof ordure into the sewers.

Repatriation of refugees by parert 
‘organizations is being commenced, but 
it Is feared that numbers will receive 
‘the cash allowanee and then crowd 
into squatter-huts, or existing camps, 
for swell the ranks of destitutes in 
alleyways to the detriment of the 
general population, 


Communicable Diseases 


‘Tuberculosis was most prevalent 
throughout all camps, overerowding 
‘and innutritious food being the main 
factors for the comparatively high 
incidence of this disease. 

‘Measles was prevalent during the 
colder months and abated in. the 
Summer. ‘The disease has been difi- 
ult to control, due to concealment of 
eases to avoid hospitalization, inten- 
onal exposure of children 10 infec~ 
tion in some instances, dimMeulties in 

pitalization, and lack of isolation 
‘observation rooms in most camps. 

‘Typhoid fever and dysenteries, being 
elosely related to Insanitary ‘condi- 
tions, were most prevalent in poorly- 
munaged camps.

Shanghai, Mar. 22. 

‘The total of 2.527 cases of crime 
dealt with by the Shanghal Muni 
cipal Police in February shows 2 
decrease of 601 in comparison with 
that for January and an increase of 
809 over the figure for the corres 
ponding month of last year. ‘The 
‘figures for February also contain 253 
cases brought to light by Police in- 
vestigation, 

Arrests for crime committed dur 
ing the month show a decrease, 2,310 
persons having been apprehended in 
February as against 2,635 in January 
‘and 2203 in December.

Leper Mission Has 
Hard Times 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 25. 

‘The leprosy situation i China has 
undergone no. material change in 
[China during the past year, according 
to the annual report of the Chinese 
Mission to Lepers, which has just 
bbeen issued. Despite insurmountable 
difficulties and tremendous odds, the 
Feport continues, leprosy institutions 
throughout the country, with the 
exception of the Swatow Municipal 
Leprosarium which was bombed and 
partially “destroyed, and the Jukao 
Leprosy Clinic which was forced to 
close down sodn after the outbreak 
Jot Sino-Japanese hostilities, were able 
to earry on their work of mercy. 

‘Of an estimated world leper popu- 
ation af 5,000,000, about 1,000,000 are 
believed to be in China, although a 
national survey would be necessary 
to ascertain the exact figures, the 
report continues. Gratitying, duro 
the year under review, was a danution 
‘of $3,000 received from the 
National Government. Although the 

‘is small, the report contiazies, 
ignifeant because it is the firs 
{grant ever received from the Govern- 

ment and must therefore be inter 
preted as a recognition of the integ- 
Tity and usefulness of the Chinese 
Mission to Lepers as a national clear~ 
Ing house for leprosy relief. 

‘The Provinelal Politica! Council of 
Fukien passed resolutions for the 
provision of hospitalization and 
medical treatment for lepers in that 
provinee which is generally consider- 
fed the hot-bed of the dread disease 





























fn this country. “Whether or not this 
legislation was merely a political 
manguvre lable to be shelved 


indefinitely as many other govern- 
ment measures, remains to be seen, 
the repart adds. 

New Leprosarium Opened 

Notwithstanding the hostilities, the 
year under review witnessed’ the 
opening of the West China Leprosar- 
um at Chengtu, and in this connec 
ton, particular mention is made in the 
report of the credit due to Dr. 
Wallace Crawford for the opening of 
the institution. 

Inspection of southwest China re~ 
vealed that leprosy is widely spread. 
In Yunnan, Kwelchow and Kwangsi 
‘nd that the work on leprosy control 
fx only in-an embryo stage in those 
provinces. 

Grants-in-aid made by the Mission 
during the past. year, amounted to 
$19,628 which isan increase of 
$2,064.01 over 1987, and of $1,028 over 
1938 

In referring to the National Lepro- 
sarium of Shanghai, the report states 
that 102 patients were admitted dur- 
ing the year under review, which is 
fn all-time record, all the more so as 
the staff of the Leprosarium had to 
be considerably reduced. ‘The Lepro- 
sarium in ‘Tazang is intact, but the 
date at which the institution» may 
be re-oceupied is still uncertain. 

"Thanks to the response received 
from te public and. the American 
Mission to” Lepers, the report. con- 
tinues, the Mission was able to tide

2. In Matth, 183 He says to His 
disciples: “Except ye turn, and be- 
come as little children, y¢ shall in 
no wise enter into the kingdom of 
/neaven.” “Here the Lord advised His 
{followers to return to the innogence 
fof childhood, but not to become 
‘children physically, 

3. In Matth, 5,18 Jesus alls His 
disciples “The Salt ‘of the Earth.” 
This is, of course, an allegory by 
Which He attributes to them the r6le 
of the quickening substance whieh en 
Jivens the whole earth. 

‘The problem in question might be 
easily solved if we look tp the fol- 
owing instances : 

In John 17,5 Jesus claims to have 
had a glory ‘with the Father before 
the world was. And in John 21 the 
Bible says: "In the beguining was 
the Word, and the Word was with 
God.”

Watt refers to the words of Jesus: “"T 
of myself can do nothing..." Any

We see, therefore, that any spiritual 
fruit which Jesus and the other pro-

‘SmI have learned from some 
sources that commencing April 1, 
the China Omnibus Co. will again in- 
crease their tariff, Whether this 
true or otherwise, the subject is cer- 
tainly of Interest to the public. Of 
course, the Bus Co, may offer any 
excuse in justifying’ thelr_action for 
fear of public protests. They may 
‘aseribe thelr increase to the decline 
in the exchange value of the Chinese 
ablat oF t9 the Fesent increase in 

ges of thelr employees, and so 
forth, Superficially, these’ reasons 
might appear to be’ quite acceptable, 
ut aetual conditions tell a different 
story. Shanghai is now so densely 
popitiated as it has never been before 
That the street cars, buses and trams 
alike, have been ail doing unpre~ 
‘cedented booming business as ean be 
proved by the fact that during the 
Tush hours one often has to see § or 
© buses pass before finally suececd~ 
ing in boarding one. Naturally, still 
greater amounts of profits for the 
Bus Co, would be realized with the 
growth of the number of passengers 
had there not been such a public vice 
called "Squeeze as practised by their 
conductors, 

It Is to be regretted that the Bus 
Co. authorities, while fully aware of 
the practice of squeeze that has been 
going on being detrimental to. their 
Fevenue, have not been seeking any 
constructive means of remedying this 
deplorable situation, but choose to 
place a burden on the riding-publi. 
‘The Bus Co, should realize before 
the situation becomes worse that 
frequent fare-inerease would, apart 
from meeting public opposition, bene- 
AL those dishonest conductors the 
more If their squeezing remains un~ 
checked. Would it not be advisabi: 
for the Bus Co, to adopt a policy of 
co-operation whereby the Company 
‘nd the public may” jointly combat 
‘against this evil practice and put it 
to an end once for all? Surely, the 
pastengers will be ready to co-oper- 
ate towards this end if it is a matter 
of mutual benefit. Tt would be also 
advisable that posters be put up at 
conspicuous places urging passengers 
to see that their tickets correspond to 
the fares paid.

RECORDS OF THE PAST 
By SuaviAN 


From 1760 until 1820 Gorge III sat upon 
the Throne of Great Britain and Iveland, His 
reign is regarded by historians as one that 
was studded with misfortune, And yet it 
was a memorable one in many ways. “It wos 
during the lifetime of this unfortunate 
monarch, who died, completely insane, at 
Windsor, that much’ of Britain's glorious his~ 
{ory came to be recorded, to be handed down 
to posterity. It was a reign of trouble and 
strife, both at home and abroad. England 
ost the American colonies. She was fight- 
ing Napoleon Bonaparte on land and sca. 
Nelson was in his heyday with his glorious 
vietories, which were followed by his final 
triumph at Trafalgar, Admiral Duncan was 
defeating the Dutch Fleet &t Camperdown, 
In the country itself there was internal 
dissension as George imposed his autocratic 
yule on the Commons and people. Small 
‘wonder was it then that the endeavours of 
fa certain John Walter, London coal mer- 
chant’s son, attracted’ tittle, if any, notice 
from the people in England ‘at that time. 

While Britain's soldiers and sailors were 
covering themselves with glory in foreign 
parts, (0 this man, John Walter, there came 
the idea of founding a newspaper, wherein 
could be recorded, for the “Nobility and 
Public” to read, accounts of British cam~ 
paigns and victories abroad, | polities and 
doings at home, and stich events as could be 
printed in those days of the stagecoach and 
sailing ship—when news was fresh if it was 
weeks old. And so was founded “The Daily 
‘Universal Register.” Little did Mr. Walter 
think that from this ‘small, stately shee! 
there would grow “The Times” of London 
fas it is known today. It was the birth of 
Britain's, if not the world's, foremost news~ 




















paper. in 1788 Mr, Waller changed the 
name of his Journal from "The Daily Univer= 
sal Register” to “The Times.” From that 





time onwards it became the country’s premier 
newspaper, a publication that was read by 
King and Commoner alike. 


A fow days ago there were received in 
the offices of the “North-China Daily News” 
four copies of Mr, Walter’s newspaper for 














the months of September, October and 
November, 1797, printed only twelve yeurs 
after its inception, From an antiquarian 


point of view these ancient copies of “The 
"Times" possess a great value, and the cor= 
roding Nand of time has dealt mercifully 
with the paper and the printed word: 
striking tribute to the quality of the news 
print of those days. AM four copies, which 
fare printed in stately old English type, 
very much smaller, both in size of |p 
and pages, than “The Times” of today. 
the Royal Standard and the famiti 
mes," veaders of those days were gh 
(es of nows and advertisements, sot 
out in stolid fashion and in much more 
stately English than readers of {today are 
iccustomed tos 

‘The advertisements of those carly days 
fave amusing when read in these modern 
times, For instance, in the faded, yellow,

An- 
other front page advertisement in this issue 
of September 5 is that of a book publisher. 
It is set away in the midst of patent medicine 
cures, sales by auction, partnerships dis- 
solved, theatre and art notices and tailors’ 
wares. “This day published, price 7s.” it 
states, “Clara Lennox or The Distressed 
Widow, a Novel in two volumes, founded on 
facts, interspersed with a historical deserip- 
tion of the Isle of Man.” The book is writ- 
ten by a Mrs, Lee. Another book advertise- 
‘ment is that in which a volume of the eorres- 
Pondenee between the Rev. C. Wyvill and 
the Right. Hon, William Pitt, containing’ 
the “Heads of his Bill for reforming the Re- 
resentation,” is offered for sale at 2s. 
‘Turning to the inside pages, the news of 
the day is sct out in sombre style, each story 
being headed only by the name of its place 
‘of origin and the date. Some of the news 
is no more than two days old, some is over 
two weeks old. The leading article refers 
to “the prefent negotiations at Lille,” about 
which the Hon, Mr, Wesley had brought 
despatches to London. ‘The negotiations, it 
Seems, were not progressing smoothly and 
the writer of the article deplored “the 
tedious procrastination that prevails.” Un- 
der “Ship News,” dated September 3 from 
Portsmouth, there is news of the Fly, hired

‘value of the prizes was £150,000 and there 
‘were 30,000 tickets for sale. The prices, how- 
ever, were rather high when compared with 
‘the ‘present Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstake of 
today, which, together with other sweep 
stakes, is now ilegal in England. A whole 
ticket cost £6 6s. Od, a half, £3 8s, 0d, a 
quarter, £1 15s. 0d,,"an eighth, 18s, and a 
sixteenth, 95. 6d., only 6d. Jess than a whole 
‘Sweepstake ticket costs today. ‘The 
tickets and shares, the announcement states, 
were selling in all the licensed State Lottery 
‘Offices in Great Britain and Ireland. In 
those days, it scems, Britain, pressed finan- 
cially by wars, discovered that one sure way 
of raising the necessary funds to conduct its 
affairs, was through a monthly State Lottery, 
Later, of course, lolteries became illegal. There 
is much to be said, however, for thelr rein= 
troduction avhen finanees are low, as George 
MI found out.
